When we begin to think and be- 
lieve that we have the very best 
government and the safest politi- 
cal leaders in all the world, it is 
well for us to look back over the 
ages and to ask what other times 
produced and what other peoples 
believed. I read that Plato advo- 
cated what he believed to be a true 
democracy and Caesar planned for 
a democracy in which he fully be- 
lieved. They sold their ideas and 
made some prog- 
ress. Then over in 
Far Cathy 
which we now 
know as China, 
there was Master 
Kung, whom we 
now call Confu- 
cius. When we 
laugh at his 
ideas we should 
remember that 
he lived five hun- 
dred years before the Christian 
era, so was quite advanced then. 
That was about 2400 years ago! 

In one of the books on Confucius 
and his times I came upon this in- 
cident. One of his disciples pro- 
pounded a question to Confucius. 
Tsekung was asking about govern- 
ment and rulers, and the army and 
all related subjects just as we do 
today. To his query Confucius is 
reported to have answered, “Peo- 
ple must have sufficient to eat; 
there must be a sufficient army; 
there must be confidence of the 
people in the rulers.” Tsekung then 
asked, “If you were forced to give 
/up one of these objectives which 
would you do without first of all?” 
Confucius answered, “I would do 
without the army first of all.” 
|“And if you were forced to do 





would it be?” asked Tsekung. The 
master answered, “I would rather 
go without sufficient food for fhe 
| people. There have always been 
deaths in every generation since 
man lived on the earth, but a na- 
tion cannot exist without confi- 
dence in its ruler.” 

Let us remember this ancient 
pronouncement as we begin to 
think of our living rulers and of 
those who may become our leaders 
in the year 1948. I have my lead- 
ers chosen already. 

Concerning the young people of 
his day Confucius said, ‘‘The young 
people should be good sons at 
home, polite and respectful in so- 
| ciety; they should be careful of 
their conduct; love the people and 
associate themselves with the right 
| kind of friends. If they have any 
| energy left after learning all this, 
let them read good books.” 

It is possible we can learn good 
lessons from the wise men of old.
